The monthly meeting of the Parish Gouncil was held on 
Tuesday 17th June in the Committee Room in the Village Hall. 


Tesco _ planning application 

A revised planning application has been received from Tesco! S 
for extensions to the existing store. Tris was studied at 
length by the Parish Council and after full discussion it 

was decided to oppose the application. The Council felt that 
its previous objections were still valid, in particular that 
relating to car parking. 


Village Hall path 

Questions were asked about the promised footpath to the 
Village Hall. We understand from New Ideal Homes Ltd. that 
at present it is not practicable to construct the permanent 
& footpath but tat as an interim measure a temporary path 
will be laid linxing uy vith the roads already under 
construction. 


Villags maintenance 

Work was started on the dz -ainage of the village green with 
the digging of a drainage ditch. The ‘Yorks Department is 
also currently engaged on improvements to the kerbing in 
Viking Way, although this work has had to be left in 
abeyance until the Post Office re-set a manhole cover. It 
is hoped to complete the work shortly. Tne’ Council is most 
concerned over the icng delays in the repair of the play 
equipment on the villnge green. The matter has been taken 
up with Wicksteeds in the strongest possible terms and we 
have been assured that engineei’s will attend to complete 
the work satisva ctorily in the very near futtre.

& the village and that Wimpey Construction have dug a ditch 


encircling their land in order to prevent any further 
encampments. We are grateful.to Wimpeys for their’ prompt’ ~ 
and resourceful action.

There can be few chiidren from established families in the 
village who heve not attended the Bar Hill Pre-school Playgroup. 
Most parents too, have been involved in some way, by serving on 
the Committee, 9s Mother helpers, or by donating pots of jam 

to fund-raising oppeals! The newly appointed Committee was, 

at first, taken aback by the parentni involvement needed to 
keep the Playgroup running. EOE ARG LCAY it is supported by the 
experienced and excellent Supervisors and advised by various 
Pre-school Playgroup publications. 


The Pre-school. Playg:oups Association exists to help parents 
to understand and provide for the needs of yound children. 
It aims to promote cummunity cituations in which parents can, : 
with growing enjoyment and confidence, make the best uses of 
their own knowledge and resources in the development of their 
children and themselves & 


The Association began in I965I wnen Belle Tutaeu started her 
first playgroup for her own child. She wrote a letter to the 
"Guardian" offering help and advice to anyone wanting to do the 
same thing. There was a flood of replies from all over the 
country: From this one letter the playgroup movement snow- 
balled. 


The moving force still consists of young mothers who come 
together to provide playgroups by their own efforts, and 
parental involvement is one of the most significant and valuable 
developmenis. 


The messy, noisy and time-ccnsuming activities of small children 
may drive their parents mad eat times, but this is the way 
youngsters develop skills and learn about the world they live 

ins Slayerouns stress the value of simple playthings, 

everyday outings to shops and park and the crucial role of the 
caring, sharing adult. Plavgroups work with other ee 
and recognize that teacners, speech therapists and social 

workers are needed to support, not supp:ant parents. 


Looking back through past records over ten years one admires 
previous Committecs' entnusiesm and work in setting up the 
Playgroup, Searching for suitable premises and providing 
equipment. Looking forward, established in the ideal, purpose- 
built accomcdation in the village hall, we hope that the 
success of the Playgroup continues. This summer the children 
can enjoy the new sand-pit and newly mended climbing-—frane, 
This fraine is intended for the under 5's and we ask parents to 
discourzge any older children from using it. Future plans 
include the landscaping ae a simple garden, a Picnic Sports 
afternoon and a Children's Corner at the Bar Hill village Fete. 


The Committee esk for the co--operation and good will of the 
village in helping th2 Playgroup to thrive ond give further ‘ 
enjoyment to the children and their families.
